Johann died on 24 Aug 1909 at the age of 69 in Nemaha, Kansas, United States.!:!>""4 


The death of Andrew Reinecke on Tuesday, August 24th, removes from our community one of 
the pioneer residents of Seneca and this vicinity. Mr. Reinecke was born March 16, 1840, in the 
province of Rhenish, Prussia, Germany. He came to America at the age of twenty-eight, settling 
in Illinois. Two years afterward, he came to Seneca and thirty-eight years ago, he was married to 
Miss Katherine Miller. They began housekeeping in Seneca, Mr. Reinecke working at his trade as 
a stonemason. With the assistance of his brothers-in-law, the Miller boys, Mr. Reinecke built the 
two stone houses on the cemetery road as homes for the former. These later became the homes of 
Charles Skinner and John Sly and are regarded now as Seneca landmarks. 


Thirty years ago, Mr. Reinecke and his family moved to the farm near Baileyville where his death 
occurred at 7 p.m. Tuesday of last week. To Mr. and Mrs. Reinecke were born eleven children. A 
boy and girl died in infancy. These four sons and five daughters are living to comfort the 
widowed mother: Joseph A., Mrs. Mary Meyer, Anton, Katie, Alois, John, Clara, Lizzie, and 
Anna. 
Several years ago in a runaway accident, Mr. Reinecke was kicked in the face and carried the 
scars to his death. His health has gradually failed from that time, keeping him confined closely to 
his home. A devout Catholic, his children were raised according to that faith, and those who have 
gone out from the parental roof to make homes of their own, reside in this vicinity. 
Funeral services were held on Thursday, August 26th, at Sts. Peter and Paul’s church in this city. 
Interment was made in the parish cemetery.

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Mrs. Catherine Reinecke passed away at her home in Baileyville, Sunday morning at 10:30 
o’clock, bringing to a close a full life as a pioneer mother and farm woman. She had been bedfast 
the past year due to complications from infirmities of old age and was critically ill the past week. 
Had she lived until February 13, she would have celebrated her 94th birthday. 

Catherine Mueller was born in Germany in the year 1850. She came to the United States at the 
age of 18; locating at St. Louis, Mo., coming later to Seneca, Kansas. She was employed for 
several months in the Assenmacher and Mathias Stein homes. October 26, 1871 she was united in 
marriage to Andrew Reinecke in Seneca. They made their home here seven years following their 
marriage and Mr. Reinecke was employed as a stone mason. In 1878 they moved to a farm four 
miles west of Seneca. Mr. Reinecke passed away at his home, August 24, 1909, and five years 
later Mrs. Reinecke moved to the present home in Baileyville where she lived 29 years. Eleven 
children were born to this pioneer couple, two dying in infancy. One daughter, Mrs. Henry 
Grollmes, passed away 22 years ago. The sons and daughters who survive are: Joseph, Colorado 
Springs, Colo.; Mrs. Frank Meyer, Anton, Ollie, John, Mrs. Joseph Ronnebaum, Kate, and Anna 
all of Baileyville. Kate made her home with her mother and Anna is employed at the parish 
house. 

Mrs. Reinecke was the last member of her family. She was an ambitious, friendly woman, a good 
Christian, faithful to her religious ideals. She was a member of the Altar Society of Sacred Heart 
Church, Baileyville. Although Mrs. Reinecke had been blind the past four years she recognized 
her friends by the sound of their voices. She was a charter member of St. Ann’s Altar Society of 
Sts. Peter and Paul Church and had retained her membership through her lifetime. 

Rev. H. H. Grosdidier said the requiem mass at nine-thirty Wednesday morning in Sacred Heart 
Church at Baileyville. Interment was made in Sts. Peter and Paul parish cemetery, Seneca. 
Pallbearers were grandsons, Fred and Philip Meyer, Fred and Clarence Reinecke, Virgil and 
Joseph Ronnebaum.

Death of Early Settler. 


The death of Andrew Reinecke on 
Tuesday August 24th removes from 
our community oneof the pioneer re- 
sidents of Seneca and this vicinity. 
Mr. Reinecke was born March 16 
1840 in the province of Rhenish, 
Prussia, Germany. He came to 
America at the age of twenty-eight 
settling in Illinois. Two years after- 
ward, he came to Seneca and thirty- 
eight years ago, he was married to 
Miss Katherine Miller. They began 
housekeeping in Seneca, Mr. Rein- 
ecke working at his trade as stone- 
mason. With the assistance of his 
brother-in-laws, the Miller boys, Mr. 
Reinecke built the two stone houses 
on the cemetery road as homes for 
the former. These later became the 
homes of Charles Skinner and John 
Sly and are regarded now as Seneca 
landmarks. 

Thirty years ago, Mr. Reinecke and 
his family moved to the farm near 
Baileyville where his death occured 
at 7 p. m. Tuesday of last week. To 
Mr. and Mrs. Reinecke were born 
eleven children. A boy and girl died 
in infancy. These four sons and five 
daughters are living to comfort the 
widowed mother: Joseph A., Mrs. 
Mary Meyer, Anton, Katie, Alois, 
John, Clara, Lizzie and Anna. 

Several years ago in a runaway ac- 
cident, Mr. Reinecke was kicked in 
the face and carried the scars to his 
death. His health has gradually 
failed from that time, keeping him 
contined closely to his home. A de- 
vout Catholic, his children were 
raised according to that faith and 
those who have gone out from the 
parental roof to make homes of their 
own, reside in this vicinity. 

Funeral services were held on 
Thursday August 26th at Sts. Peter 
and Paul’s church in this city. In- 
terment was made in the _ parish 
cemetery.
